Kaiser Furled 120,000 
Men at Belgian Town 
Before It Fell. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUN®.] 
LONDON, Aug. 21, 3 a. m.—The Daily 
Chronicle has a dispatch from one of its 
correspondents in Belgium, dated at Ghent 
yesterday, in which he tells of the de- 
termined sweep of the Germans through 
the section east of Brussels and the occu- 
pation of Louvain, which had been until 
then the headquarters of the Belgian 
army. 

The correspondent says that an enor- 
mous German force was flung against 
Louvain, which was the weak point of 
the Belgian line, and from Diest to Lou - 
vain the Belgian left was turned. 

Germans 120,000 Strong. 
Speaking with a French — 4 
pondent says he was informed that at 
least three German army corps [about 
120,000 men) were moving in a line from 
Tasselt to Tongres and Waremme, with 
the object of breaking through the Bel- 
gian line at any cost. The force wascov- 
ered by an immense cavalry screen, the 
same force with which the French and 
the Belgians were so hotly engaged all 
Tuesday. 

„The Germans on that particular day,” 
the correspondent continues, were re- 
peatediy attacked and cut up by the 
French dragoons. But the allies’ cavairy, 
pursuing the retreating enemy far beyond 
the advanced posts of the allies, suddenly 
discovered the presence of a large Ger- 
many army. There was nothing for it but 
to fall back rapidly, and this was accom- 
plished in good order and with prac- 
tically no loss. 

Battle Line Thirty Miles Long. 

“The main German advance over & 
front of about thirty miles appears to 
have begun at daylight yesterday. At 
6 o’clock yesterday morning I reached an 
advance post, anticipating from some of 
the operations of the previous day that 
I was to witness the first great battle of

this war. I then found that during the 
night the situation had completely 
changed. 


Some pickets of the a@ilied cavalry had 
deen driven in by the enemy's cavairy 
that they had been sent to reconoiter, and 
they returned with the information that 
they had come in contact with large bodies 
of the enemy moving by routes parallel 
with the Belgian and French line. 


Hot Battle at Diest. 

“The first shock of the invader was 
encountered at Diest. This place, which 
so heroically resisted them last week, was 
fiercely attacked. The old forts and 
walls, most of which are on the northern 
side, formed but a weak protection 
against the heavy fire of the enemy. The 
shell fire soon made the defenses unten- 
able and the garrison retreated, evacuat- 
ing the town. 

“The Germans then advanced cau- 
tiously, fearing a surprise. The Belgian 
cavalry, which was covering the rear 
guard, had several brushes with the 
enemy, who repeatedly sought to cut 
them off. The impetuosity of the Bel- 
gians led to their charging the enemy 
and incurring great losses. 


Louvain Easy to Win. 

“ Louvain was the next place at which 
the Germans flung themselves. Here 
their task was comparatively light, as it 
was undefended.

The Prussian 
‘Wolf’ had descended upon their peace- 
ful hamlet so rapidly that in many cases 
they had barely time to escape with their 
lives, 

I conversed with many of these home- 
less ones both on this side of the road 
to Brussels and this morning in Ghent.

He turned round suddenly 
and saw his house in fames and the sav- 
age cries of delight shouted by the 
marauding ublans. He fied in complete 
ignorance of the fate of his wife and chil- 
dren. 

After evacuating Louvain the Belgians 
retreated to a high worded country and 
found: an excellent defensive position. 
Meanwhile, having cleared Louvain and 
occupied the town, the Germans pushed 
forward with great celerity, their caval- 
ry opening out in fan shape and spread- 
ing across the country. They ran against 
the enemy in a strong position and the 
Belgian arullery punished them severec- 
ly. 


Germans Intrench Selves. 

Reinforcements were hurried up and 
the Germans with a view to holding on 
started to intrench themgelves.

Indications are not lacking that Japan 
has clearly foreseen the possibilities of 
these moves. 

There is good reason to betleve that 
Baron Ohinda, the Japanese ambaasador, 
has been active in impressing the admin- 
istration with the friendliness and the 
altruistic motives of his government, and 
with the desirability of the United States 
remaining absolutely aloof and allowing 
Japan a free hand in dealing with Ger- 
many and China. 

The hopes of Japan in this respect, ap- 
parently, have been amply fulfilled.

Japan’s Hand Forced.

An aiternative proposal made by Ger- 
many is that the United States serve as 
the intermediary for China in the pro- 
posed transfer of Klau Chau.

of the islands. 

The bill declares the purpose of the 
people of the United States to grant the 
people of the Philippines complete inde- 
pendence as soon as they establish a 
stable government in the islands. To 
better fit them to govern themselves, the 
bill gives them a larger measure of par- 
ticipation in the governmental affairs of 
the islands. It abolishes the Philippine 
commission as such, which now is ap- 
pointive by the president, and substi- 
tutes for it an elective senate.

Retailer Man Who Suffers. 

“The retailer and consumer have paid 
the price, not the producer who shipped 
the cattle and hogs.

Admits German Progress, 

Let us not attempt to deny the great- 
ness of Germany and Germany’s contri- 
butions to science, art, literature, and ail 
that is good in human lHe. But evil infie- 
ences may overshadow the finest people. 
Since the victories of 1871 Germany has 
been obsessed by worship of material 
power and glory, and, scornful of right- 
eousness, it has been threateningly over- 
bearing to all the worid. 

“There has been a propaganda of cyni- 
cism and national roughness, declared 
contermpt for treaties and pledgea, so that 
all Europe has been uneasy and in fear. 

“ And since none of us are salnts cer 
tainly no nation is saintly. 

“ Recently there has not been a country 
in Europe that has not shown iteelf re- 
sentful under this perpetual menace of 
Germany. Now at last and suddenly the 
threatened thing hae come to pasa. Ger- 
many is at war. 

“We have mo hatred of things German 
or the German people.

Wants Help for Peace. 

“ Now let us come to the immediate sub- 
stance of this appeal. We do not ask you 
for military help. Keep the peace which 
it is your unparalleled good fortune to 
enjoy so securely. But keep it fairly. 

„Remember. we Sight now for national 
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going to do throughout the struggie? 
What will you do at the end? 

Come what may all the liberal forces 
in England and France are resolved to re- 
spect the freedom of Holland. But the 
position of Holland is a peculiar one in 
this war.

“Tt is, we confess, a smart thing ¢o do. 
It will give your people not only huge 
and immediate profita, but a mercantile 
marine at one coup. 

“It is within your legal rights and we 
will tell you plainly now we shall refuse 
to quarrel with you about it, but we ask 
you not to be too easily offended if we 
betray a certain lack of enthusiasm for 
this idea. 

Will Cry for Disarmament. 

“ When this war is over all Europe will 
cry for disarmament. Are you going to 
help them or going to thwart that cry? 

“Tn England we shall attempt to ex- 
tinguish the huge private trade in war 
material, that Kruppiam which lies near 
the roots of all this monstrous calamity. 
We cannot do that unless you do too. 

“Aare you prepared to do that? Are 
you prepared to come into a conference 
at the end of this war to insure the 
peace of the world or are you going to 
stand out and make difficulties for us 
out of our world perplexities, snatch ad- 
vantages, carp from your infinite se- 
curity at our allies, perhaps in the crisis 
t our struggte to pick a quarrel with 
us upon some secondary score?

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SUGGESTS TRADE. 
CLEARING HOUSE 


New Yorker in South Amer- 
ican Business Has Com- 
merce Getting Schenie. 


OUTLINES HIS PLAN. 


Bstablishment of a trade clearing house 
in Chicago for the aggrandizement of the 
export business of the middle west was 
urged yesterday by Louis Van Horn of 
New York, owner of a number of freight 
steamers engaged in the Central Ameri- 
can coastwise trade. He is spending sev- 
eral days in Chicago and conferred yes- 
terday with officials of the Association of 
Commerce regarding the trade possibil- 
ities of the Central American republics. 
An opportunity for trade expansion 
has been occasioned by the European 
war which could not have been made by 
all the traveling salesmen of the middle 
west,“ said he. Reciprocal trade rela- 
tions are the basis of efficient trading. 
If there could be established in Chicago 
a clearing house for American exports 
and Latin-American imports, the benefits 
of the exchange of products would greatly 
be enhanced. 

Would Simplify Trade Deals. 
“Tf an American manufacturer was 
about to sell a certain qeantity of mer- 
chandise to a Latin republic, and a cer- 
tain producer in that republic was about 
to sell a like amount of raw material to 
the United States, the transaction, with 
ite attendam difficulties of collections, 
would be greatly simplified by « clearing 
house. The bureau of Latin-American 
trade would be linked to a Chicago bank 
and the foreign exchange would be made 
easy.” 

The Nafional City bank of New York is 
the only American banking institution 
which has signified its intention of estab- 
lishing branches in South and Central 
America. Mr. Van Horn expressed the 
hope that a Chicago bank would soon 
enter the field, especially as he declared 
that the National City bank had broken 


its agreement not to solicit business in 
the middie west. 


Buenos Aires Makes Inquiries. 
The Association ef Commerce recetved 
an inquiry for materials which enter into 
the manufacture ef umbrellas from 
Buenos Aires. 

M. S. Hill, foreign export agent of the 
association, pointed out that in the cen- 
tering of attention on the trade possi- 
bilities of the southern countries, the 
trade of Canada and Australia had been 
neglected. He commented on the in- 
crease in the imports of Canada and Aus- 
tralia of the United States during the last 
few years, and said that with the mut 
ting down of the English factories the 
| demand for American goods must in- 
crease immeasurably.

Business Men Enthusiastic 
Over Proposal to Spend 
$25,000,000. 


DON’T FEAR WAR'S PERIL 


In Washington they may question the 
wisdom of President Wilson’s plan to 
spend $25,000,000 of the United States’ 
money for a fleet of ocean carriers. They 
don't in Chicago. 

R is a matter of d‘plomacy in Washing- 
ton, and it is hinted, suggested and darkly 
threatened that the return of the stars 
and stripes to the sea may be the signal 
for a declaration of war by either alliance 
or entente or both.

All Business Men Favor Pian. 

THE TRIBUNE, canvassing local sent!- 
ment toward the president’s project, 
found yesterday that big business and 
little business, business that .ormally 
clings to the skirts of the Demoracy 
and business that progresses best under 
Re publican protection, all are lined solidly 
behind the plan 

Among the president's most .ardent 
supporters—at. least so far as his ship 
purchasing scheme is concerned—are men 
whe never before have been in sympathy 
with him or with his policies. 

While the purchase of ships by the 
government as a temporary relief meas- 
ure is generally and heartily indorsed, 
there is a feeling as general and as strong 
thai vessels so purchased should be dis- 
posed of by the United States as fast as 
private capital comes forward to Invest 
in them.

Consider Wanamaker Plan. 

The suggestion made by John Wana- 
maker, former postmaster general, that 
the government utilize the postal savings 
deposits throughout the country for the 
establishment of ship lines is being 
given serious consideration by the admin- 
istration. Postmaster General Burleson 
has asked his division on foreign mails 
for complete data on the proposition. 

Briefly stated, Mr. Wanamaker pro- 
poses that a postal steamship company, 
to be financed by postal savings funds, 
be formed and that the profits of the 
concern pay the interest on the deposits.

WAITED DAYS TO SAIL 


New York, Aug. 20.—[Special.]—Robert 
Redfield, the Chicago lawyer, was catry- 
ing his one pair of spare shoes in his 
band when he landed in New York this 
afternoon from the French liner La 
France, six days out of Havre, with near- 


ly 1,400 passengers, most of them Amer- 


ican refugees. 

La France weighed anchor on Aug. 14, 
end, escorted by torpedo boats and Brit- 
ish cruisers, started for New York. The 
liner made no effort to conceal! its iden- 
tity or whereabouts by darkening its 
portholes or by other subterfuge. 

Ten days of anxious wailing in the 
French port in momentary expectation 
of hearing that the trip of the queen of 
the French marine fleet would be aban- 
doned bad not sufficed to bring any of 
the baggage abandoned in Paris to the 


hip. and neither Mr. Redfield’s party 


por any one on board had anything ex- 
cept what he had brought in his own 
bands when he left Paris. 


Leave Paris in Nick of Time. 

Mr. Redfield, accompanied by Mrs. Red- 
Geld, his daughter, Louise; his son, Rob- 
ert Jr., and Miss Heegard, aunt of the 
Danish ambassador to France, left Paris 
on Monday, Aug. 3, passing the walls in 
a hired automobile thirty seconds before 
the gates closed on all traffic at 4 p. m. 
They reached Havre by automobile at 
11:40 o'clock the same night and twenty 
minutes ater that city was also closed 
under martial law. 

In the ten days that La France waited 
in Havre before sailing the passengers 
gaw the nobilization of the French sol- 
Gers and saw, too, the landing of the 
fret British troops, 20,000 of them, amid 
the cheers of the French populace, who 
lined the cliffs of the rock hound harbor 
for a mile on each side rf the city to 
watch the transports pick their way in. 


British Troops Pour In. : 

All day long on Aug. 12, 13, and 14 the 
British soldiers came, landing under 
houses decked in British and French flags 
and marching off out of sight in the direo- 
tion of Fort Ste. Addresse. With them 
marched to the “*‘ Marsellaize,” the crack 
Norman regiments of Le Havre and the 
@errounding country, while the people 


@heered and wept. 


During the ten days’ welt tm Havre the 
Sugbear was not the delay, but the hour- 
ly fear that the trip would be canceled and 
the passengers, who were living aboard 
as the guests of the French line com- 
pany, would be put ashore to shift for 
themselves. 

Each day seemed to make it more sure 
that the finest boat flying the French flag 
would not be exposed to the danger of 
capture by attempting the voyage across 
the Atlantic. 


Relief Committee Is Formed. 

In view of the apprebension and the in- 
evitable need of assistance dy many pas- 
sengers in case they were put ashore, 
a committee was formed with Harry A. 
Wheeler of Chicago, president of the 
nited States Association of Commerce, as 
chairman, and Mr. Redfield, Judge George 
A. Carpenter of Chicago, Judge Howard 
K Dyke of New York, and Henry Bioch 
of Chicago. They were able to obtain 
euch information as was given out and 
to prepare for eventualities in case the 
trip was abandoned. 

When the voyage was actually under 
way, the committeemen turned their 
energies in another direction, and 
through subscriptions of $50 each from 
eighty-two passengers and a ship's con- 
cert en route raised $5,000, which is to be 
turned over to the French Red Cross. 


Ship’s Crew Motley Band. 


Added to the fear that the trip would be 
abandoned were the continual discom- 


‘forts of the changing personnel of the 


ship's crew as mobilization drew the men 
away. fewer from the actual operating 
crew than from the list of stewards and 
cooks. 

When La France finaly sailed it had 
a collection of stewards from all types 
and classes of ships and cooks of all de- 
grees of skill. No one had a complaint, 
for this condition, even combined with 
the lack of supplies and the difficulty of 
keeping the ship stocked for a voyage 
while feeding its full passenger list over 
the ten days’ wait, was decidedly superior 
to anything that could be obtained ashore, 
where the whole commercial life of the 
port was.paralyzed, But the meals were 
cut down to the minimum of bare neces- 
sities and butter appeared only for break- 
fast. 

Salt the Chief Lack. 

The queerest result was the shortage of 
salt. With the whole salt sea around 
them, the depleted commissary was un- 


able to secure salt. which is a govern- 


ment monopoly in France, and the food 
was most delicately seasoned. At the 
table the salt cellar was procured only 
on urgent and personal request for each 
individual dish,

Many Destitute Left Behind. 

In common with every other passenger 
on the boat, Mr. Redfield is thankful and 
satisfied that he and his party are safe 
home again. And the lost baggage and 
the fears and discomforts weighed littie 
on his mind. If discussing the situation 
he had only one point.to emphaaize, the 
condition of the stranded Americans in 
Europe. 

Our own troubles are trivial.“ he said. 
“Inconvenience and a little worry, but 
we were safe on La France and made 
the voyage quickly and comfortably. 
But too much emphasis cannot be laid on 
the condition of the Americans who are 
left. People here cannot realize it. 

“ There’ are thousands of them there, 
the majority with nothing but worthicss 
steamship tickets and neither cash nor 
credit against which to draw from the 
government relief funds. 


Urges Government to Aid. 
“They have no friends except those of 
charity and comparatively Little chance 
of getting back unless something is done 
by the government in a more substantia! 
way than merely cashing the checks of 
those who have credit. The relief com- 
mittees from London cannot reach them 
and I cannot imagine what is going to de- 
come of them. 

“ The French people have been wonder- 
ful to us in this crisis. The hotel keepers 
took anything. checks and even I. O. U's 
in payment. Even the people of Havre, 
little as we had to ask of them, were 
anxious to do everything they could. 

“In Paris we secured our passage on 
La France, as did hundreds of others, 
through the big American tourist 
agencies, who were towers of strength 
to us. I think it only fair that the 
American Express company should be 
mentioned in this connection, for its 
willingness and its help saved hundreds 
who got abroad La France from incon- 
venience and probably from real bard- 
ship.” 

Sees Opportunity for America. 

There was little room in the minds of 
the incoming passengers for thoughts of 
the prospects of business in the United 
States, but Mr. Redfield voiced the gen- 
eral opinion by saying: 

“TI can see nothing but wealth and pros 
perity for us in thie war. Europe must 
buy from us during the fighting to keep 
its people alive, and when it is over she 
must buy our goods to begin life over 
again. We will be forced to become a 
great commercial nation whether we are 
prepared for it or not, and we will be 
forced to manufacture for ourselves 
things we never manufactured before, 
and to mine and grow'things we have 
never yet mined or cultivated.” 

The Redfield party sailed from Amer- 
ica for a summer vacation tour in Eu- 
rope aboard the Vaterland on July 7. 
They expect to leave New York ane 
for Chicago.

REMINDS HER OF 
‘TOMMY ATKINS’ 
England's Preparation for 


War Recalls Kipling's 
Poem to School Teacher. 


SEES RED ’EROES.” 


How rural England was transformed in 
less than twenty-four hours into a scene 
of bustling preparation for war is told 
by Mise Mary Frances Willard, principal 
of the Burley school, ip a letter that 
has reached ‘Chicago from’ London. 
Miss Willard and her party were in the 
Isle of Wight when hostilities began. 
They reached Engiand after many expe 
riences. 

Today we have learned what mobdiliza- 
tion means, Miss Willard wrote. The 
whole kingdom has been piacarded with- 
in the last twenty-four hours for the re- 
serve troops to report at anoe for service. 
We saw the notice posted all over Tuu- 
bridge Wells early this morning as we 
went down to the railway station. Al- 
ready the station was crowded with re- 
serves who were corging in, dressed in full 
war togs, khaki suits, loaded knapsacks; 
canteens, heavy overcoats, bayonets, and 
side arms. They were all bound for Can- 
terbury, which was the center appointed 
for this district. 


Troop Trains Thunder Past. 

Later in. the day we saw many trains 
loaded with the yeomanry, all of whom 
were on the way to London. It was mys- 
terious how the word could have reached 
them so quickly and how they could pos- 
sibly have started so promptly, but by 9 
a. m. the mobilization was in full swing. 

Our train for Horsmenden started late 
and we were compelled to change twice on 
the way, having long waits at both sta- 
tions while we watched the through trains 
loaded with soldiers thunder past us. I 
thought of Kipling’s ‘Tommy Atkins’: 


“Ifs Tommy this and Tommy that, 
and ‘Tommy, wait outside!’ 

But it's ‘Special train. for Atkins’ 
when the trooper s on the tide,” 


Reach Tiny Hamlet. 

“When we reached Horsmonden, only 
an hour late, after all, we breathed 4 
sigh of relief, thinking that now we were 
away from war, for a half day, at least. 
But we were wrong. Horsmondén is 4 
very small place—a cluster of sometwen- 
ty houses, possibly. with a tiny inn and 
one general warehouse, as the town store 
is called. ö 

We went to the inn at once to or er 
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luncheon and to get a motor to take us 
to the church we were bound for. 

No motor was obtainable, the only one 
the village boasted of having been takea 
for the day by an army officer who was 
m charge of that district. 


Make a “Forced March.” 
“That meant a three mile walk for us, 
but we started out, nothing daunted. 
Everywhere along the road, in those quiet 
Kentieoh lanes, bordered by flelde of 
graceful hop vinea, the finest in England 
we are told, we saw the king s proclama- 
tion calling for the reservist forces to 
assemble at once; and everywhere we met 
them assembling. 
Once when we had, walked half a mile 
without seeing a house or any sign of 
life, suddenly we rounded a curve in the 
road and there, marching toward us in 
entire silence, was a company of soidiers, 
forty of them, toiling along in the hot sun, 
loaded down with their heavy equipment, 
the sweat pouring down their faces. We 
stood against the hedge and saw them 
pase— them. uniforms that guard you 
while you sleep'—end again Kipling’s 
lines ran through my head: 8 
“It's Temme thie end Tommy that, 
and ‘Tommy, walk be'ind f 

But it’s ‘Please to walk in front, sir,’ 
when there's trouble in the 
wind.” 


“Thin Red Line of ’Eroes.’’ 

These young men, were they to be the 
thin red line ot eroes. Tears were very 
near to my eyes as I watched them climb 
the hill and turn. the bend of the road 
and thought of the future they were 
marching into so bravely. 

“The trip up to London has been ar- 
omplished on a haphazard schedule of 
trains which rendered me ankious with 
regard to accidents. None happened.”

WAR. LONG PLANNED 


Vivid pictures of war time eremes in Bu- 
rope are drawn in a letter received yes- 
terday by a Kenosha friend fram De Witt 
C. Cregier of Chicago, city custodian. 

The declaration of war found Mr. Creg- 
ler and his companion, Robert W. Allen, 
a young Kenosha milNoneiré now living 
in New Rochelle, N. T., on German soil. 

Through vatious atirring experiences in 
| which they lost both their automobile and 
their baggege, they got over the Beigian 
border just ahead of the troops, and took 
up across the channel, uktimately find- 
ing comfort in London. 


Beat Army to Line. 

“We were right in the center of it all. 
and I know we were the last two Ameri- 
cans to leave and cross before the battle 
‘of Verviers,” ‘wrote Mr. Cregier, “as 
the Germans were but ten kilometers be- 
hind us (about seven and a half miles) 
and advancing fast. We had been ar- 
rested as spies, searched, the car held, and 


* Saturday, Aug. 1.—I will never forget 
the date—we visited the American consul 
general in Munich, presented a depart- 
ment of state letter, and received our pass- 
ports, but were notified that the German 
government had issued an order at noor 


Friday that all autos, horses, wagons, and 
other vehicles could not leave Germany 
There were a number of Americans there 
with care who could not get out. 


Planned War for Years. 

In one government building there were 
housed—and had been for over three 
weeks—600 secretaries or clerks, making 
out dispatches. and drawing up orders, 
They were not allowed to leave the build- 
ing for one minute for fear some news 
would leak out. 

The Germans have been providing for 
this for years—not three weeks, but for 
the last ten years.” 

Mr. Cregier related the experiences 
through which they were halted and 
turned back on the way to the Swiss bor- 
der, and their long struggle to reach the 
seaboard at Ostend. Telling of their ar- 
rest at a town known as Inning, on the 
road to Switzerland, he wrote: 

“Two police officers put their cocked 
.44 caliber revolvers to our heads and 
pulled us from the car. The crowd surged 
and pushed and called out in German. 
“French spies,” several times. They 
made us pull up the carpet, take up the 
top, examined under the seats and the 
tool boxes, and even went so far as to 
examine inside of the spare tires,

“We had to take all our baggage off 

and into a small building, and they went 
through it thoroughly. ~ 5 

We showed our passorts which were

Celery is lower in price now and better 
in some respects than at any other season 
of the year, but except for the hearts the 
most of it is better cooked than raw, al- 
though poorly cooked celery is a dreary 
dish. We may dry some of the leaves for 
future use, although this is less done than 
formerly because this relish is in 
season practically all the year around 
now. 


~~ 

But if we use es much celery as is good 
for us it would be quite useless to dry all 
of the leaves. What shall we do. with 
them, them? We can make plain greens 
of them. In a lamb stew the cooked cel- 
ery tops, consisting of the leaves and the 
amall stalk above the joint, which is rare- 
ly ar never eaten raw, is about the most 
savory thing in the whole dish. 

For greens we can use White and green 
leaves alike, pioking them over as we 
pick over any greens, and removing care- 
fully those which are tough or rusty, and 
also the rusty stalks. Any very green 
amd heavily ribbed outer stalks may be 
peeled just as rhubarb is peeled, then cut 
up in small pieces and coked with the 
greens. ‘The inside is white end pulpy: 
More than half of what is most generally 
thrown away as refuge can be put to very

Celery Greenms.—Do not remove the 
leaves from the stalk uniess the latter 
is rusty or large. After picking over 
wash very thoroughly in several waters, 
then drop into boiling water and blanch 
for five minutes. Drain, put back in 
kettle, cover with boiling water, stightly 
saited, and cook until tender, er about 
half an hour, not allowing the water to 
boil violemtly but to just boll. Serve 
just as you would other greens. Fresh 
butter and then a little lemon juice or 
vinegar may be added. They are very 
good with the butter alone.

Failure of Cases Against 
‘Minsky and Goldman 
Pleases Northup. 


SAYS IT’S VINDICATION. 


It took a jury in Judge McDonald's 
court only thirty minutes yesterday to 
return a verdict of not guilty in the cases 
of Samuel Goldman and Henry Minsky, 
charged with conspiracy to suborn per- 
jury in connection with the speciai grand 
jury investigation of the vote frauds of 
the November, 1912, elections. 

Former Special State's Attorney John 
E. Northup was charged with being a co- 
conspirater, although he was not named 
in the indictments. Paul Rethenberg, 
formerly an investigator for Mr. Northup, 
and who is alleged to have flopped to 
State’s Attorney Hoyne after failing in 
attempt to blackmail Mr. Northup, 
was the state's chief witness. Rothen- 
berg is now under indictment for perjury. 


Vindication, Says Northup. 

“The verdict of the jury is a complete 
vindication,” said Mr. Northup. “ By 
its verdict it found that Rothenberg its 
a perjureor. The state knew he was a 
perjuror. It knew he lied deliberately. 
The penitentiary is the best piace for 
him and he will be tried on the perjury 
charge in the near future. Not only 
that, but he obtained money under false 
pretenses while working for me as an 
investigator and attempted to blackmail 
me. When he found he couldn't be per- 
jured himself. 

Rothenberg charged that Goldman 
conspired with us to prove falsely that the 
election returns in the Morrie Abrahams 
precinct—the Fourth precinct of the 
Twentieth ward—were falsified on Nov. 5, 
1912 We introduced the tally sheets in 
record showing that Goldman and the 
others had told the truth. We showed 
where a change in about 1,390 votes had 
been made. They had been taken from 
the Sullivan Democrats and distributed 
among about twelve Hearst-Herrison 
candidates, among them State’s Attorney 
Hoyne and Peter Bartzen.

Work on Chicago's new $50,000,000 Union 
station will start soon after September 
20—perhaps by September 25—according 
to an announcement made yesterday by 
one of the railroad offimials. The station 
ia the biggest bullding project Chicago 
has had in several years and wal afford 
work to 10.000 or more men. 

Comping at a time of year when food 
prices are urrugually high, the new station 
ie expected to afford relief to the laborers 
during the winter. 

The station officials are required under 
the ordinance granted by the city, to erest 
the Station in five years. It will be neces- 
sary to employ all the men that can pos- 
sibly work on the building to complete 
it in the ume desi gnated by the ordinance. 


Will Accept Ordinance. 

The ofticiale of the Union Stauon com- 
pany have until September 20 to accept 
the ordinance. Thereis no question about 
its acceptance, one of te officials said, 
and there is a chance that it will be ac- 
cepted before the limit date, and work 
started even sooner than was anticipated. 

‘The war, however, may prove an incon- 
venience in the erection of the station. 
The financial difficulties of the nation 
may delay the sales of the bonds, but the 
officials of the station company are con- 
ade that they will find a ready market 
when the bonds are offered. 

The first big outlay of cash in connection 
with the building of the station goes to 
the city. The company will pay $800,000 
as conrpensation for the streets and alleys
